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June Announcement 


THE REGULAR JUNE MEETING of the California Academy of Sciences will be held 
at 8:15 p.m., Wednesday, June 10, in the May Treat Morrison Auditorium. 
Clarence J. Pfaflenberger, Vice-President of Guide Dogs for the Blind, Inc., San 
Rafael, will present an illustrated lecture: 


“Way Docs BeHave THE Way THey Do” 

Since 1946, Mr. Pfaffenberger has engaged in an extensive puppy research and 
placement program in connection with his nationally known endeavors with 
Guide Dogs for the Blind, Inc. During this period he has worked closely and 
has been in constant contact with scientists at the Roscoe B. Jackson Memorial 
Laboratory at Bar Harbor, Maine, who are using Canidae extensively in their 
mental health studies, since animal behavior has been found to be an effective 
means of delving into mental health problems. Dogs have been found to be 
excellent subjects for this kind of study. 

During his lecture Mr. Pfaffenberger will present a color-sound film entitled 
“The San Rafael Story,” which follows the methods used in the training of guide 
dogs for the blind. Also he will present a series of color slides which trace the 
precise and elaborate testing which must be performed in determining whether 
or not a puppy has the necessary attributes to become a guide dog for a blind 
master. 

Mr. Pfaffenberger was Regional Director of Dogs for Defense during World 
War II and was director of the Rescue Dog Program for San Francisco during 
the same period. In 1953 he was awarded a John Simon Guggenheim Memorial 
Foundation Fellowship in order that he might continue his studies in dog 
behavior. He has been cited, among others, by The War Dog Fund, Inc., and 
by Dogs for Defense, Inc. 

He has written extensively for magazines and newspapers, and is the author 
of one published book. His second, now in preparation, is due for publication 
in late 1959, 

AFRICAN PHoToGRAPHS ON Display
